Farm Bureau Cooperative Asso- 
ciation, who spoke at the weekly 
meeting of the Rotary club Tues- 
day noon at the -Odd Fellows 
Temple. 


Mr. Briggs discussed the buy- 


ing activities of the state cooper- 
ative association and explained 
their local significance by calling 
attention to the contract under 
which the local oil station is 
being operated. 


Mr. Briggs was introduced by 


Art Smith, who was in charge of 
and arranged for the program. 
A unique feature of the weekly 
luncheon was a group of selec- 
tions on the zither by Charles 
Lehner, a field man for the state 
association, who accompanied 
Mr. Briggs here. 


Other guests 
present were 


George Sites, local manager of 
the farm bureau oil station, L. 
Mohler of Indianapolis 
and 


George Endres' of Bloomfleld. 


Mr. Briggs pointed out there 


are no longer urban and rural 
problems, but that the problem of 
the city dwellers and the farmers 
is a common one. 


We now recognize farming- as 


much a part of banking as bank'- 
ing itself and farming as much a 
part of merchandising as selling 
goods," Mr. Briggs said. "If I 
were a banker I would get behind 
the fanner and help him all I 
could because his improvement 
would mean more deposits and 
more money to pay off mortgage 
loans and interest. If I were a 
business man, I would help the 
farmer all I could because help- 
ing him would mean more sales" 
across my counter.

Indianapolis, Dec. 30—(A.P.)— 


Even though the order may re- 
sult in expense accounts double 
those in the past, Frank Mayr, 
Jr.,*secretary of state, intends to 
demand of every state policeman 
that he cover twice as much 
ground as has been the custom in 
the department.

Senator Wat 
son, the republican leader put his 
group's problem thus:

may be taken toward fostering 
hew tax methods during; the 
coming session of the general as- 
sembly but farm bureau: e'xecji- 
tives do not hesitate to say that 
objections will be made to any 
proposed legislation that would 
increase property taxes. 


It also is blown that measures 


for the adoption of new tax 
methods, including probably an 
income' tax and others which 
may tend to reduce the heavy 
burdens of farmers and other 
property owners will be favored. 


Lewis Taylor, director of the 


tax and legislative division of 
the state farm bureau, is a mem- 
ber of Governor Leslie's tax 
committee and it is apparent 
that many of the suggestions 
regarding new - tax methods in 
the report of the committee fe- 
cently made public, will be sup- 
ported by the organization. 


Other business to come before 


the directors meeting will be the 
adopfipn of department budgets 
and selection of committees for 
1931.

It also means that there is room for expansion 


of this type of work among young people on the 
farin. It is the best means to keep the ambitious., 
boys and girls on the farm because its program 
is designed to show them some better practice on 
the farm, in the home or the community. 


Typical lines of club work are: Growing an acre 


or more of corn in accordance with directions, 
raising a sow and litter of pigs according to in- 
structions, growing fruit and vegetables in ac- 
cordance with the dietary needs of the family, 
canning the surplus hi the most approved ways, 
and other phases of farm and home work that 
especially appeal to young people. 


The particular^value of club work is that it gets 


hold of young people while their minds are plas- 
tic and gives'them guidance when they need.it, 
teaches them some of the inspiring things in 
agriculture, and gives them visions of its possi- 
bilities as a life job. It provides opportunity for 
them to share home responsibilities in keeping 
with their ability and gives them a part in solv- 
ing the problems of rural coinmuntes. It in- 
fluences the farm and home practices of the 
members' families. It develops rural leadership. 


In shprjt, 4-H club boys and girls, are doers. 


They are taught high ideals and standards. They 
meet together, work together, play together, co- 
operate, achieve. They play the game fairly. 
They demonstrate, work, - earn money, and 
acquire property. They learn and teach the 
better way on the farm, in the home, and hi the 
community. They build up their bodies and 
their health through right living. They tram 
their hands to be useful, their minds tp think 
clearly, and their hearts to be kind.
